THE SHOTGUN’S WORK. 


Bloody Tragedy in Lebanon, 


Tenn. 


AN OLD CITIZEN ASSASSINATED. 


A Jealous Man’s Revenge—The Chicage 
Boodle Trial—Election Frauds 
and Other Oriimes. 


NAsnvinur, Tenn, July 26.—{Special.]—A 
foul murder occurred at Lebanon, Tenn., this 
morning. Lieutenant J. T. Lane, a lawyer 
and one of the most prominent citizens, was 
shot and instantly killed by N. B. Lester. He 
Was sittiag outside his office door when Lester 
came out, three doors above, ‘witha double 
barreled shot gun on his shoulder. He ad- 
vanced to within abont sixor eight steps of 
where Lane was sitting and leveled his gun at 


Lane’s left side, under the atm. When he re- 
ceived the charge Lane fell from his chair. 
Lester stepped up, saying: 

“G—d d——n you, I will kill you,” and 
emptied the second barrel of the gun, aiming 
directly at his left side, killing him im- 
stantly. The.coroner’s jury held an inquest, 
the verdict being murder in the first degree. 
Lester was committed to jail without bail to 
await trial at next term of the circuit court, 
and brought to Nashville for safe keep 
Lester married the widow of C. A. Gibson. 
Gibson was a Knight of Pythias and had $2000 
insurance in that order. When the insurance 
money was paid it was so secured to Gibson’s 
children that its use was only available by the 
widow. When Lester married her *he ex- 
pected to get the money into his own hands, 
and was disappointed when he found he could 
not doso. Forthis he had sworn yengeance 
against Dr. R. L. C. White, who was the 
custodian of the funds, Lieutenant 
Lane was the agent who secured Gibson’s 
pension for him as a soldier. Lester was very 
jealous of Lane and his wife, and had abused 
her and threatened to kill her several times on 
that account. About three monthsago he be- 
came 80 intolerable that his wife left him and 
went to liveina district near McMinnville, 
and applied fora divorce. Lester threatened 
vengeance, but no attention was paid to his 
talk. He told his wife once that he intended 
to kill Dr. White, J. T. Lane and I. T. Cox. 
It is probable that had he met either of the 
other two this morning he would have been 
the victim. Lane was a brave confederate 
soldier and left an arm onthe battlefield. He 
was a widower with one son. 

Lester was a former resident of Nashville 
city. Judge John C. Ferriss said soon after 
his election as county judge, a woman with 
tive or six little children came to h'‘s office and 
informed him that she was the wifs of Lester, 
and that he had deserted her. Judge Ferriss 
sent the woman and her children to Columbia 
to friends, and in six months afterwards 
Lestes secured a divorce from 
her, charging desertion and proving 
by two negroes that she left him two 
years previously. He afterwards married a 
Miss Lea, of Davidson county, and when three 
children were born to them he deserted her 
and went to Lebanon. He fileda bill for di- 
vorce, and pending this married a widow at 
Lebanon. He was indicted for bigamy, but 
escaped through a technicality. 

In an interview tonight Lester claimed that 
he killed Lane for undue intimacy with his 
wife.

Arrest of a Man for Murder Committed 
Seventeen Years Ago. 

HUunTSvILue, Ala., July 26.—Special Deputy 
Porter, of Morgan county, arrived in the city 
yesterday morning bringing an indictment 
found by the grand jury of Morgan county in 
the fall of 1870, charging J. M. Garrison with 
the murder of Miles Johnson and Deputy 
Sheriff Fulgham. Porter found Garrison in 
the post office and executed the paper. Garri- 
son was placed in jail here to await the action 
of the Morgah county authorities. Since the 
murder was committed, Garrison has -lived a 
roving life in different southern states. After 
a number of years, he returned to Somerville, 
Ala., where the indictment was on file. Here 
he followed his vocation of sewing machine 
and clock repairer for some time.. Finally he 
went to Decatur and from there come to 
Huntsville, where he was apprehended and 
arrested. Garrison’s family, consisting of wife 
and eight children, are living near Orland 
post oilice, Marshall county, Ala. 


A SUSPICIOUS CASE, 


A Community Excited Over a Sudden Myste- 
rious Death. 

MALDEN, Mass., July 26.—There is consider- 
able excitement here occasioned by the strange 
story printed ina Jacksonville, Fla., paper to 
the effect that Hattie F. Lewis, of this city, 
‘who died suddenly at Jacksonville, was a vic- 
tim of foul play by a woman who accompanied 
her. It is said the girl was poisoned by her 
father’s mistress, the latter hoping to gain 
more influence over Lewis.

NEw ORLEANS, July 26.—Bob Jones, an 
aged colored man of Sunflower county, was 
brutally murdered by his son-in-law, Lloyd 
Martin, while trying to prevent Martin from 
whipping his wife. Martin, who was always 
considered a hard case, was taken from the of- 
ficers by a mob of colored petsons and lynched 
at Johnsonville today.

The preliminary trial of John T. Maxwell for the 
killing of J. D. Rickles, on June 22, was begun to- 
day.

THE SEIZED SCHOONERS. 


How the Canadian Cutter Swoopod Down on 
Them. 


CHARLOTTETOWN, P. E.I., July 26.—Cap- 
tain Harris, of the American schooner Colonel 
J. H. French, and the captain of the schooner 
Argonaut, were both in their seine-boats at 
Souris, while the dominion cutter Critica was 
bearing down upon them, but they got into 
their dories and made for their vessels and 
succeeded in getting away.

At the Conduct of Lord Beres- 
ford at the Naval Review. 


THE SIGNAL FROM THE ROYAL YACHT. 


Lord Beresford Sends a Message to His 
Wife—A Breach of Etiquette— 
Other Foreign News. 


Lonpon, July 26.—Lord Charles Beresford, 
junior lord of the admiralty, has resigned. 
He has been requested to withdraw his resig- 
nation. The cause forthe resignation was a 
minor breach of etiquette at Spithead during 
the naval review last Saturday, when a pri- 
vate signal made by Lord Charles from the 
royal yacht was converted into a public scan- 
dal. While the queen was receiving captains 
of the fleet in the saloon of the royal yacht 
Albert and Victoria, Beresford, who was on 
the yacht, signalled to the Enchantress, aboard 
which his wife was, the following m ; 

Tell Lady Charles to immediately aboard the 
yacht Lancashire Witch where I will her. 

The captain of the Enchantress, when the 
signal was given, thought, of course, that it 
Was a special royal command, but as the mes- 
sage was slowly spelled out he became en- 
raged. He had, however, to smother his 
feelings, not daring to report Lord Charles, in 
view of his position as lord of the admiralty. 
The captain could not refrain, however, from 
complaining privately to his friends, and in 
this way a reporter of the Times learned of 
the incident. The result was the publication of 
the story in Monday‘s issue of the Times. Lord 
Charles then had no option but to resign. The 
incident is believed to be unparalleled. Dis- 
ciplinarians declared that Lord Charles’s con- 
duct was virtually a gross insult to the queen. 
Permanent officials of the admiralty office, it is 
said, are delighted over the position in which 
‘Reformer Beresford’’ is placed by the affair. 


WHAT PARLIAMENT I8 DOING. 


A Motion of Censure Against the Irish Ex- 
ecutive. 

LonpDoON, July 26.—Under the advice of Mr. 
Gladstone the Parnellites have abandoned their 
intention to move an adjournment for the 
purpose of challenging the government with 
reference to the Irish proclamations. The op- 
position does not want to interfere with the 
progress of the land bill if the government 
continues to shape clauses in consonance with 
home rule aims. The action of the Irish ex- 
ecutive will be made the subject of a motion 
of censure by Mr. Morley after the land bill 
has been settled and the debate on this cen- 
sure motion will be the concluding excitement 
of the session. The government proposes to 
abandon the bill providing fot the trial for 
‘graver offenses by a commission of judges. 
The session will thus be somwhat shortened. 

In the house of commons tonight in the de- 
bate upon clause two of the land bill, the gov- 
ernment accepted Mr. Morley’s amendment 
making compulsory instead of permiSsive a 
court order that rent as revised be rent payable 
by the tenants. 

Mr. Finnicune, (nationalist,) moved to make 
the revision retrospective to the..extent of one 
gale. Mr. Balfour opposed the motion. Par- 
nell suggested as’ a compromise that the re- 
vision affect rent payable in the gale following 
the application. 

Lord Randolph Churchill said he thought 
the Parnellites were pressing the goveinment 
hard, but he advised the acceptance of the 
compromise. 

Mr. Smith said that the government was 
unable to accept such a compromise, but he 
promised that if the motion were withdrawn 
the government would try to deal with the 
matter in the report stage. 

The motion was thereupon withdrawn. 

Clauses two and three were adopted. 

Mr. Parnell moved to eliminate clause four, 
which provides for a written modification of 
eviction. 

Mr. Balfour said he appreciated the warning 
of prolonged opposition to the clause, but he 
had to announce the firm determination of the 
government to adhere to it. [Cheers and 
cries of ‘‘oh,’’ ting | 

Lord Randolph urchill expressed sur- 
prise at the attitude of the government. He 
thought the ministry were prepared to main- 
tain an open mind with regard @o the clause, 
against which he must enter a strong protest 
as a measure that raised, unnecessarily, con- 
tentious matter. Was the clause so important, 
he asked, that the govermment would urge it 
= the house as a separate bill? [Cries of, 
‘‘Here, here,’”’ and a voice: ‘Coercion bill 
number three.”’} The clause, he continued, 
would not aid in securing the object of the 
bill, which was to stay harsh evictions. He 
certainly thought that the government ought 
at least to agree to postpone the subject. 

Major Saunderson, conservative, ho the 
+ government would stand fast, and Mr. Balfour 
repeated his refusal to abandon the clause or 
postpone its discussion. 

Messrs. Morley and Dillon su pastes Mr. 
Parnell’s motion. Mr. Dillon said 16 regarded 
the clause as one of the most deadly stabs ever 
aimed in the interests of Irish tenants, and 
whenever it was discussed he would deem it 
his duty to exhaust every form known to the 
house in opposing it. 

Mr. Smith said the government believed 
hat the clause was necessary. If called upon 
to face uncompromising opposition, they would 
rather meet it now than appear to give way 
when they did not intend to give any. 
[Cheers.] 

Mr. Chamberlain said that after the threats 
of Mr. Dillon, he would support the govern- 


mefrt. 

Messrs. Parnell and Dillon protested, but 
the chairman decided that Mr. Chamberlain 
was in order. 

The latter, proceeding, reminded the Par- 
nellites that they were engaged in discussing 
the most magnificent concession ever made by 
any government to Irish tenants. The gov- 
ernment, he declared, could not possibly ac- 
cede to all their demand. 

Eventually the amendment was rejected— 
212 to 150.

He was too weak to speak, and 
besides his tongnhe and lips were incapable of artie- 
ulatton, so that his faint mutterings were unintel- 
ligible. ‘The 5th dawned as sunny and tranguila 
day as ever dawned on that island, All day long 
Napoleon lay as’ ina stupor.

Congressman Allen Candler, of the ninth 
“district, says that the action of the legis!a- 
ture in not granting the privilege of exten- 
sion to the Marictta and North Georgia 
railroad, is an error amounting almost to a 
crime. Congressman Candler, who is & 
man of earnest conviction and fearless and 
deeided in his opinion, also so expressed 
himself to those with whom he talked while 
n the city a day or two ago. He is the rep- 
resentative of the people living in the section 
through which the road runs, and says his 
people are justly outraged at this blow at 
their interests. 

But the indignation at the course of the 
legislature is not confined to the people 
along the line of the Marietta and North 
Georgia road. The press of the whole state 
is loud in its condemnation of a policy 
which, when established, may be applied to 
any part of the state. " 
In this connection the card of Mr. Boyd, 
in another column on this page, calls atten- 
tion to the suicidal policy of the legislature 
in refusing the charter for extension asked 
for, with Knoxville as its northern terminus, 
giving connection with all parts of the 
country. The Marietta and North Georgia 
road will naturally carry the output of the 
vast mines of marble and minerals, and of 
the forests of manufacturing woods along 
its line, to Knoxville for general distribu- 
tion, instead of turning it through the vast 
arteries of Georgia’s commerce and allowing 
our railroads and people to get the benefit 
therefrom. 

The question is one which affects every 
railroad in Georgia, and every town in the 
state.

Low Rates for the Exposition. 

Two railroads have already agreed on a one 
cent rate for the exposition, and Commis- 
sioner Slaughter has approved their agree- 
ment. It is stated that Mr. Whitehead, of 
the Central road, has earnestly favored a 
one cent rate. If this be true, there remain 
only the West Point, the Air Line, the 
Georgia road, the Georgia Pacific, the At- 
lanta and Hawkinsville and the Savannah, 
Florida and Western roads to hear from. 

If these roads agree on the one cent rate 
it will be established without a break from 
Savannah to Bristol, from Montgomery to 
Augusta, from Columbus to Raleigh. From 
this territory the railroads will bring at one 
cent a mile, one hundred thousand visitors 
into Atlanta during the exposition, which 
will make it a success and assure its perma- 
nent establishment. 

Will not other roads agree at onee and let 
the one cent rate be fixed as the rule for 
the two weeks of the exposition? It will 
pay them todoit. It will pay the exposi- 
tion and it willpay the south. We hope to 
hear before Saturday night that every road 
centering in Atlanta has agreed to the one 
cent rate. We shall then widen the field of 
inguiry and see if the roads to the north- 
west cannot give us a similar- rate. We 
should not feel hard if we had a quarter of 
million visitors during October and we 


>’ would manage to tell them all howdy and 


give them something to eat.

Another Centennial. 

Philadelphia is an old and honored city, 
possessing a great wealth of historic and 
patriotic associations. 

In 1876 Philadelphia was appropriately 
honored by being chosen as the scene of the 
centennial of our independence. 

Very soon the Quaker city will invite the 
people of the United States to another great 
centennial. It will be a celebration of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the framing 
and promulgation of the constitation of the 
United States, and will be held on the 15th, 
J6th and 17th of next September. 

Nearly a year ago the governors of the 
origina] thirteen states met in Philadelphia, 
and co-operated with the local committee 
in perfecting the plans for this interesting 
event. While the ‘‘old thirteen’”’ will have 
a speciai interest in this centennial all the 
states of the union will be represented in 
its grand ceremonies. There will bea great 
industrial display, civic and military pro- 
cessions, appropriate addresses by distin- 
guished orators, and a variety of other at~ 
tractions. A visit to the birthplace of con- 
stitutional liberty in America at such a 
time will of itself be an event in the life of 
any citizen of the United States. The dis- 
play of the resources and industries of all 
the states will be one of the most important 
features of the centennial. 

Colonel A. London Snowden, chairman 
of the committee which has in charge the 
industrial and processional display, has 
written a letter to the governor of each state 
requesting his co-operation, It is suggested 
that each governor appoint a committee of 

wétl known citizens, whose duty it shall be 
to call the attention of the people of the 
state they represent to the centennial and 
the importance of making it a success, It 
will be representative of the greatness of 
the country which has grown up under the 
constitution framed one hundred years ago. 

The importance to every state of a worthy 
exhibit of its resources and industries at 
euch a family gathering of all the states is 
at once apparent. There will undoubtedly 
be representatives from every state to par- 
ticipate in the ceremonies, but the prepara-

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Senator Dean's Bill. 

Senator Dean’s bill providing for the sale 
of the State road, will be considered by the 
senate committee on finance today. 

There has been but one objection to the 
sale of the State road, and that was that the 
money might be frittered away for various 
purposes, affd in the end the state would be 
minus both the road and the money obtain- 
ed for it. It was based upon this fear that 
many members of the present legislature 
were elected pledged to a lease of the road. 
Their pledge was not so much a devotion to 
the project of leasing, as a determination to 
maintain the integrity of the state’s prop- 
erty, whether represented in a railroad or in 
cash. 

The bill of Senator Dean provides that 
the road shall be sold on such time and pay- 
ments as will exactly correspond with the 
present status of the public debt. The con- 
stitution requires that when the road is sold 
the proceeds shall be applied tothe payment 
of the public debt. This, it would seem, 
secures the integrity of the property, and 
puts the money where it will remove the 
burden of debt, and carry out the purpose 
of people and legislators who are opposed to 
a policy which would lead to loss. 

THE CONSTITUTION, as heretofore stated, 
would oppose] the unconditional sale of the 
road, but with the disposition of the pro- 
ceeds thus guarded, recognizes the fact that 
a great majority of the people would favor 
the sale, andthat sucha sale would be to 
the advantage of the state. 


JOHN SHERMAN will probably be indors- 
ed by the Toledo convention this year, but 
half the Ohio delegation will be for Blaine 
when the national republican convention 
meets.

The Effect of the Brady Bill. 

A few weeks ago we congratulated Geor- 
gians onthe fact that of the $6,000,000 sent 
out of the state ten years ago for fertilizers, 
$3,000,000 was now paid to Georgia factor- 
ies, which by local competition have reduc- 
ed the total cost of fertilizers to four million 
dollars, leaving less than a million dollars 
to be sent out of the state. 

The agreeable surprise created by this an- 
nouncement*‘had hardly died away before a 


_bill passed the house which would practical- 


ly destroy our local factories, and start | 
again the stream that annually carried mil- 
lions of dollars from Georgia to the north. 
This is precisely what the Brady bill would 
accomplish, and it rests with the senate to 
correct the mistake the house has made and 
save one of the most important and growing 
industries in Georgia from destruction. 
We believe the senate will do this, as we 
believe the house would have failed to 
pass the bill had it been considered 
with more deliberation, and had not had 
the backing of Mr. LBrady’s earnestness 
and sincerity,always a strength among men, 
and the fiery eloguence of Mr. Simmons,who 
shared with him the championship of the 


bill. 
Under the Brady bill a farmer who ne- 


glects his crop, or who has bad seasons, or 
who finds it inconvenient to pay for his 
guano, can refuse to do so, and by produc- 
ing testimony that his crop has not been 
benefitted is.protected in his refusal. This 
makes the risk too great to be borne. If a 
factory in Augusta sells acountry merchant 
a hundred tons of guano, and he in turn 
sells it toone hundred men, he can decline 
to pay his note, for the one hundred tons, if 
one of his customers refuses to pay him for 
asingle ton. These notes cannot be nego- 
tiated for the bill provides that even in the 
hands of an innocent purchaser they cannot 
be collected if the farmer refuses to pay. It 
has been the custom of the factories to place 
these notes in bank as a basis of credit. 
With the Brady bill a law, no bank would 
touch a guano note. 

The inevitable result of this bill would be 
that every factory in Georgia would demand 
cash far guano. This would destroy the 
credit of the poor man, and tighten the 
clutch of the rich man. Any honest farmer 
who is industrious is today independent, 
and by the strength of his right arm can 
demand the credit to run his farm. With 
this bill passed he cannot buy a ton of 
guano though he had ten years of unsullied 
credit behind him. He wonld be forced to 
abandon Georgia factories ‘and buy from 
outsiders, for the factories of other states 
could sell in Georgia on credit and if pay- 
ment was refused could collect. their notes 
through the United States court under the 
laws of the state in which they were located. 
This makes a discrimination against the 
Georgia factories by forcing them to sell for 
cash where others are permitted to sell safely 
on credit, that cannot be maintained by a 
Georgia legislature, before an intelligent 
people. 

The only possible ‘excuse for the Brady 
bill would be the inadequacy of the protec- 
tion now furnished the farmer as to the in- 
tegrity of the gnano he purchases. But that 
protection is sufficient. Every pound of 
guano that is sold is liable to four inspec- 
tions. First, it is inspected in the factories 
by the local imspector. Second, there is a 
roving inspecter who has the right to sample 
it anywhere and inspect it. Third, the 
dealer who buys it has the right to open any 
bag and send a sample for inspection from 
his store. Fourth, the farmer who buys it 
has the right to send any pound of his pur- 
chase to the state’s inspectors and have its 
integrity certified to him. There is not a 
factory in Georgia that does not find some 
of its goods submitted every year to some 
of these four inspectors, and the knowledge 
of this menaces the manufacturer and pro- 
tects the tarmer. In no other state, and in 
no other class of goods, does the state so 
completely stand guardian over the pur- 
chaser, and so thoroughly guarantee the 
correctness of the goods. 

The billis an unwise one, and ought not 
to pass. Omitting the individual injustice 
done by wrecking the property of men who 
have engaged in a legitimate business, the 
commonwealth cannot afford to have this 
bill a law. Ten years ago, as we have 
shown, Georgia was drained of eight mil- 
lion dollars every summer that went to the 
north and east for guano. This drain has 
been stopped. Local factories last year 
manufactured one hundred and six thous- 
and tons of the hundred and sixty-six thous- 


portion of money heretofore exported was 


duced the price of fertilizers from $40 to 
$20 or $25 a ton, saving to the farmer three 
million dollars and keeping at home five 
million dollars out of the eight million that 
went to the support of other states less than 
ten years ago. ‘This has been done under a 
rigid system of inspection that protects the 
farmer and that makes every legislation in 
his behalf unnecessary,

: How Towns Are Built. 

Before you cook your rabbit you must 
catch him. A town that expects to prosper 
in this country must so spread its nets as to 
catch live men—energetic men, progressive 
men. A town with any natural advantages 
at all will succeed if its citizens are energetic 
and enterprising. For a community of live 
men will not sit down and whittle white 
pine and allow the town and its interests to 
stand still. A town must have natural 
commercial advantages*—but it might have 
all the advantages in the world, and yet not 
prosper if its citizens are so constituted as 
to be willing to look after only their own 
individual affairs. 

Wichita, a Kansas town, is an example of 
what can be accomplished by the energy, 
the enterprise and the united public spirit 
of its citizens. Wichita has grown in a year 
or two from a comparatively insignificant 
little town to a great trade and railroad 
center. There has been an increase of over 
one thousand per cent in the value of real 
estate, and an increase of over 20,000 in 
population. Lots in the town sell for more 
than $2,000 a front foot. What is the 
secret of this wonderful progress? Leta 
business man of Wichita tell the story: 

“We organized. We held almost nightly meetings, 
and among the jfirst things we agreed upon was to 
hang together and stay by each other through thick 
and thin. 

“We advertised by hundreds of thousands of cir- 
culars. Weset forth all our advantages in such a 
manner that strangers who were led by our circu- 
lars to give us a call were not deceived, but, on the 
contrary, agreed that we had not put it a8 strong as 
we might, : 

“Every town in the east of notoriety was not only 
served with our circulars, but ournewspapers. And 
the newspaper advertising did double duty. Our 
people made it a rule toask all their friends to ad- 
vertise. 

‘‘We then subscribed for a large number of copies, 
loaded with local advertising and great advantages, 
and we found by conversing with parties who final- 
ly came here prospecting that the full advertising 
columns of our papers which they had seen did 
more than all else to impress them witb the growth 
and importance of the place. 

‘“‘We found then we could not overdo this thing— 
that the more we paid out for these purposes the 
more were our profits. Every new comer was a cus- 
tomer to most of our stores, and while their advertis- 
ing paid to them rich returns, it served the double 
purpose to impress the eastern man who had an cye

This is characteristic; there is a familiar 
twang about it that reminds us of home, 
sweet home, as it were. In other words, 
the Wichita man talks like an Atlanta man, 
and the wonderful growth of the Kansas 
town is paralleled by the extraordinary 
growth of Atlanta during the past fifteen 
years. 

The moral of this is obvious. There is 
not a town in Georgia, nor in the south, 
that cannot achieve a reasonable degree of 
prosperity by blowing its own horn.

The Disposition of the Surplus. 

Eprrors Constitution: Seeing an article 
in the Birmingham Age relative to paying the goy- 
ernment debt before the proposed plan of the dis- 
tribution of the surplus in treasury vaults to the 
state governments, I propose to give you the opin- 
ion of a great many citizens of the United States, 
viz: 
That the income from the internal revenue and 
other sources furnishes more money than the ex- 
penses of the government require, and before being 
so generous in the distribution of the money to citi- 
zens as pensions and other gifts, almost unwarrant- 
able, the better plan would be to callin the bonds 
of the government and pay them off principal and 
interest for the first four years, as that is the term 
the first fall due. Then take the twenty-year bonds 
at the same figures and pay four years’ interest on 
them as a premium. 

What better use could be made of the money? The 
bonds will have to be paid, and interest also, and 
the money in the treasury can be used to pay off the 
indebtedness of the bonds and interest with it as 
well as to keep it in the vaults and not increase ex- 
cept as the additions of the revenues of the govern- 
ment addtoit. Then when these bonds are all out 
of the way and the necessity of government requires 
less money, reduce the income by abolishing the 
unconstitutional revenue laws, or such part of them 
as are deemed most advisable and consistent. 

The useless expenditure ofthe treasury to build 
more vaults to hold the increasing thousands of 
revenue looks useless and unnecessary. It only adds 
more duties on the officials and subordinates, opens 
more channels to those who are disposed to prosti- 
tute their positions by fraud, empezzlement and 
other devices, and the great temptation for such 
should be lessened, by appropriating the money af- 
ter paying offthe government debis, to the interal 
improvement of our rivers, harbors, forts and naval 
capacity, keeping all in such a condition as to give 
all the country the benefits of the money by increas- 
ing our facilities for travel, commerce, security and 
protection. READER.

Arrangements Being Made to Bring the 
Crowds—Special Trains to be Run 
by Several Roads.

A ONE CENT RATE MADE 


By Two Railroads—The Others Will Certain- 
ly Follow and the Crowds Will Come. 

Mr. Joseph M. Brown, general passenger 
agent of the Western and Atlantic road, said 
on yesterday : 

‘““We have established a one cent rate on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad for the exposi- 
tion.” 

‘Does the one cent rate hold every day ?”’ 

“Every day. AsItold you we could not 
make this rate without the consent of the East 
Tennessee road to competitive points. Mr. 
Wrenn reached Atlanta yesterday and I found 
that hejwas = maga of the rate, so it was agreed 
on without delay. For some points the rate is 
less than a cent @ mile as follows:

From Dalton, 100 miles, round trip . 2 00 
From Rome, 75 miles, round trip..... > 150 

“These tickets will be good for five days,and 

* be sold every day from October 10th to 
t. 

“Do you think the other roads will follow ?” 

“Ido. Our roads asarule were in favor of a 
one cent rate at the Fortress Monroe conven- 
tion, but were beaten by the distant roads. 
think that in less than a week every road run- 
ning into Atlanta will be advertising a one 
cent rate for the exposition. If they do, they 
will see such crowds here as Atlanta never 
saw before.” 

A TALK WITH]MR.“WRENN. 

Mr. B. W. Wrenn, general passenger agent 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
road and a warm friend of the exposition, said: 

‘‘As I telegraphed you Saturday, I came to 
Atlanta yesterday morning determined to offer 
@ one cent rate for the exposition. It was 
necessary to consult with Mr. Brown, as the 
State road competes with us at certain points. 
IT knew, however, that he favored it and we 
made the rate without any trouble. Our rate 
one cent a mile is good from Bristol and all in- 
termediate points to Atlanta.’’ 

“Do you make the one cent rate for your 
whole system ?’’ 

‘‘We are anxious to doso. I am ready to 
make a rate from Savannah of six dollars for 
the round trip, and two dollars from Macon, 
and one cent a mile for all points south of us, 
To do this, the Central road must consent. I 
am sure it will do so, as Mr. Whitehead, its 
passenger agent, was earnestly in favor of a 
one cent rate at the Fortress |Monroe con- 
vention, and of course he will favor it now.”’ 

“The consent of the Central, then, will 
establish a one cent rate for your one hundred 
and thirty-one miles of road?”

NORTHCUTT ON INTEREST. 


A Senator’s Speech Upon a Topic of Great 
Interest. 


In speaking upon the bill to restrict the rates 
of interest, Mr. Northeutt, of the 35th district, 
said: 

“Tam not oneof those who think any interest for 
the use of money isillegal. I believe that a reason- 
able rate is right and proper, just to the lender, and 
should be honestly paid by the borrower. I do 
not sympathize with the communinistic principles 
and sentiments of the day, those that tend tothe 
subversion of all existing institutions, most espec- 
jally the sacred one of property. This bill is no new 
venture—similar measures’ were enacted by our 
fathers 150 years ago. As far back as 1789 a law was 
enacted making 8 percent the maximum rate; in 
1845, 7 per cent was made'the rate, and so continued 
until 1879, when the present law was made. 

Thirty-tive states have in force today usury laws, 
in which the average rate 626 r cent, In 
twenty states the conventional rate is 10 per cent. 
In twenty-one states 8 per cent is the maximum, be- 
yond which no one can legally go; in ten states 6 
percent is themaximum. In New York, if over 6 
per cent, the whole gontract isnulland void, and 
usury is made acrime. From the foundation of the 
government, states have prescribed the rates of in- 
terest, and have endeavored to protect the currency 
of the country from depreciation. 

“All over Georgia, mortgage deeds are being 
created, and the rates of interest they bear are re- 
sulting, and will continue to result, inthe ruin of 
the borrower, the loss of his home, aid the breaking 
up of his family. Sometimes the rates reserved is 
trom sixteen to twenty per cent. In a case tried 
before Judge Speer, in Macon, ft was shown that 
forty-two per cent was reserved. These things are 
hanging over thestate likea black cloud, and we 
should, if possible, avert the storm that is coming. 
It has been the policy of all civilized governments 
to encourage citizensin the ownership of homes, 
and the enjoyment of theirlands. The old home 
has great influence upon the heart, however 
humble it may be, Every foot of ground about it is 
consecrated, and every room of the house full of 
hallowed memories. Let us becarefuland vigilant. 
Let us take steps to preventour people from being 
ruined. Let us say to the lendersthatif they want 
to gain possession of our land, they must it by 
legal and honest means; and let us tell them that if 
they desire to reduce our people to astate ofslayery, 
it shall be done legally. 

“The ways.and means adopted by these lenders 
are mere devices to evade the law. Ina late case 
before the courts, all these th were shown in 
their true light. The judge held that the contract 
was a question for the Jury todecide. Now let us 
have an unmistakable law upon the subject to 
govern the juries on thé matters. 

‘“‘What excuse has the lenderfor these enormous 
charges? Has he the excuse that the merchant fre- 
quently makes that the risk is great? No! He never 
loans more than one-third on the valine of the land. 

n case of the borrower’s death there is no way to 
get a year’s support forthe widow and children. 

‘verything is su jent to the lender’s mostenae; 
all pive ~ before his grasping avarice. It may be 
said that ifthe measure is passed, ft will ent 
farmers from getting money. Better it did 
than that they should obtain it on sueh exorbitant 
terms.

Butler Moore the Victim of a 
Fearful Accident Yesterday, 


MANGLED BY STREET CAR WHEELS. 


Was He Pushed Off by a Negro Boy?—He In 
sists That He Was—Statement of an 
Kye-Witness—His Condition. 


Butler Moore, a white boy, about ten years 
of age, who lives with his parents at No. 50

News of Interest From the Vari- 
ous Departments. 


THE TENNESSEE, CAROLINA & GEORGIA 


Chartered Under General Law—32 County 
Digests Show a Large Increase—At- 
lanta& Hawkins ville Injunction. 


Yesterday was a busy day about the capitol, 
all of the departments transacting considerable 
business. At the county courthouse the eity 
court was in session. A.number of minor 
cases were disposed of. . 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


YeESTERDAMPWwAS-A busy day with the gov- 
ernor. In thé morning he sent to the senate a 
list, of nomi ns made during the recess, 
and within the last few days. In the Terrell 
county judgeship no nomination was made, for 
the reason that there is a bill now pending be- 
fore the legislature ‘‘to dcalpente the officers 
of the county court of Terrell.’’ The governor 
will probably await the action of the legisla- 
ture upon this bill before he makes a nomina- 
tion. The governor received quite a number 
of visitors during the day, who called upon a 
variety of maiters. 

GOVERNOR GORDON SIGNED yesterday the 
application for charter made by the Tennes- 
see, Carolina and Georgia railroad,and ordered 
the secretary of state to issue a charter to the 
same. The road runs from Cornelia, on the 
Air-Line road, to Locust Point, on the state 
line. The corporators are William Fleming, 
C. G. Talmadge,.W.sB. Thomas, A. H. Hodg- 
son, James White, G. H. Yancey—all of Ath- 
ens, Ga. The corperators having complied 
with the law requiring notice of incorporation 
to be made in every county through which the 
proposed road will run, the secretary of state 
gave the charter asked. The Tennessee, Car- 
olina and Georgia road is understood tobe a 
part of the Northeastern extension. 

SoME TIME AGO, Judge T. J. Simmons, of 
Macon, was appointed by the governor to rep- 
resent the state at the proposed conference to 
take place at the Murray Hill hotel, New York 
city, August 23d. The conference will take 
into consideration the subject of devising some 
means whereby the various state laws in re- 
gard tothe extradition of criminals, can be 
made uniform. In addition to Judge Sim- 
mons, the governor on yesterday commission- 
ed Hon. William W. Montgomery and 
Solicitor General Boykin Wright, of Augus- 
ta, to act with Judge Simmons in representing 
the state at the proposed inter state confer- 
ence next month. 

ADJUTANT-GENERAL KELL on yesterday re- 
ceived from the seeretary of the military dis- 
play on the occasion of the proposed constitu- 
tional celebration to be held in Philadelphia 
in September next, a letterin which he was 
seiead to furnish that office with the probable 
number and names of the Georgia commands 
that will visit Philadelphia on that occasion. 
The adjutant-general will endeavor to comply 
with the request, but just now it is not known 
positively what commands will take part in 
the celebration. Adjutant General Kell com- 
missioned on yesterday, John Thompson, cap- 
tain of the Warren Rifles. 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT received 
tax digests for 1887 from the following coun- 
ties: Emanuel returns $1,505,081, an increase 
of $65,693; Gilmer returns $588,553, a de- 
crease of $29,683; Liberty returns $1,219,038, 
an increase of $46,632; Webster returns $690,- 
3881, a decrease of $5,557; Terrell returns 
$1,724,783, an increase of $61,631. The ag- 
gregate increase of the five counties amounts 
to $138,786. The aggregate increase for the 
32 counties that have reported thus far amounts 
to ($1,393,155. The comptroller-general also 
received on yesterday the quarter’s taxes from 
the Southern Express company, amounting to 
$797.54. The company pays taxes of one and 
one-half .per cent upon its gross receipts. 

PRINCIPAL KEEPER TOWERs received a cer- 
tified cony of the verdict of the coroner’s jury 
upon the conviet Dick Lester, yesterday morn- 
ing. The verdigt is “that the deceased came 
to his death from a wound in the neck made 
by a knife in the hands of Charlie Smith, the 
same being pronounced murder.’’ The testi- 
mony of thrée witnesses, Edward Key, Em- 
mett McGhee, Elbert Lofton, and the doéter, 
H. N. Stanley, was also affixed to the verdict. 
Colonel Towers was in consultation yesterday 
with the attorney general in regard to the 
matter. Principal Physician Westmore- 
land has not yet made his réport to the peni- 
tentiary officials in regard to the conditicu of 
the convict camp near Augusta. The doctor 
was very busy yesterday witha surgical opera- 
tion, and it is possible that his professional 
duties prevented him from completing his re- 
port, 

COMMISSIONER HENDERSON of the agricul- 
tural department received on yesterday from 
Hon. H. C. Stringfellow, of Louisiana, a letter 
in which Mr. Stringfellow assured the com- 
missioner that his state would send a large 
delegation.to the farmers’. cdhvention next 
month.

The 
Blount yariety of corn is ready for milling a 
few days after beitg exposed to the sun, and 
the kaftir corn yiclas about twice as much per 
acre as the ordi ry Indian corn, Thekaftir 
corn was imported to Georgia some ten years 
ago from Egypt by Colonel Graves, of Rome, 
Gia.

GANGRENE FOLLOWS THE AMPUTATION 


And the Negro Minister Bids His Friends 
Goodbye and Dies—The Inquest 
and the Result. 


William R. Clemmons, the colored minister 
who was shot Wednesday night last by some 
unknown party, died yesterday morning at his 
home on East Harris street, and during the 
entire day yesterday that section of the city 
was one live, seething mass of excited, angry 
negroes. 

Gangrene was the cause of the preacher's 
death. 


On Monday when Dr. Crawford, who had | 


been attendingClemmonsd,ecided that amputa- 
tion of the wounded leg was necessary he sent 
for Drs. Westmoreland and Howell. The two 
surgeons responded to the call and after ex- 
amining the wound concurred with Dr. Craw- 
ford in believing that amputation was abso- 
lutely necessary. The physicians easily detec- 
ted evidence of blood poison. The weapon 
used by the assasin had been 
LOADED WITH SHOT AND SLUGS, 
and a handful almost had ilacerated, 
penetrated and torn the flesh, muscles, blood 
vessels, and bone in the leg between the knee 
and ankle. The main artery had been torn to 
pecs and gepgrenetantcs ty took ahold. The 
eg fiom the wound down was in a terrible 
condition, while above the wound no healthy 
rt could be discovered up to the knee joint. 
he physicians informed Clemmons that his 
condition was quite critical and that his only 
hopes of recovery laid in an amputation. 
The danger of the operation was made plain 
to him, and then he was asked: 

“Shall we undertake it or not?” 

“Of course,’’ answered the minister. 

The surgeon prepared for the operation, and 
Clemmons, quite cool, called about him mem- 
bers of his church, with whom he talked. 
When everything was ready an anzsthetic 
was administered and the operation begun. 
The surgeon started to make the amputation 
just above the knee, but when 

THEY HAD GONE INTO THE FLESH. 
They found it quite unhealthy, and the 
knife was moved up until it was six inches 
above the knee. The operation over, Clem- 
moms soon came about all right, and during 
the afternoon rested well. Monday night 
early he appeared to be a but to- 
n a short 
time it became apparent to those about him 
that he could not last long. Dr. Crawford 
was called in again, and as soon as he arrived 
informed those present that Clemmons was 
dying. The doctor was quite accurate in his 
rediction, andin a short time the minister 
reathed his last. Immediately after his eyes 
had been closed some one went to the church 
and began tolling the bell. A 
BELL TOLLING AT 3 O'CLOCK IN THE MORNING 
is rather unusual and every one who was 
aroused by it turned out to ascertain the cause. 
Tn less than ahalf hour the house was besieged 
by an immense throng, the street and yard 
were full, while the house was crowded. he 
crowd was composed of men, women and chil- 
dren, and nearly every one present was the 
dead preacher’s friends. They were all mad 
and threats of all kinds were uttered against 
all who hada hand in the shooting. Della 
Hurst, the negro woman with whom he went 
away from church on the night of the shoot- 
ing, came in for her share of abuse, while Fan- 
nie Barron, the woman at whose house the 
shooting had occurred, was equally abused. 
An undertaker was sent for aa the body was 
prepared for burial. It was placed in a hand- 
some casket and before dawn of day had been 
carried to the church and deposited in front of 
THE PULPIT FROM WHICH HE HAD PREACHED. 

The body was followed from the house to the 
church by an immense throng, and in a few 
seconds the church was packed. Until da 
the crowd remained, praying and singing. Af- 
ter day the crowd increased until the street as 
well as the church, was crowded. 

In the afternoon Coroner Haynes went out 
to hold an inquest, The jury was arranged 
around the coftin and the seats, aisles and win- 
dows were crowded, women being largely in 
the majority. Every one present knew or pro- 
fessed to know something about the shooting, 
and everybody wanted to be introduced asa 
witness. Della Hurst was first introduced. 
She stated that she had been to church on the 
night of the shooting, and when church was 
out went to Clemmons’s house to get her church 
paper. Clemmons then went home with her and 
she knew nothing of the shooting until the 
next morning. The woman was a very unwill- 


ing witness and testified with great reluctance. - 


She was 
IMPERTINENT AT TIMES, 

and when she left the stand the jury did not 
know how much truth she had told and how 
much she had declined totell. While she 
was on the stand the crowd watched her 
closely, and as she answered the questions 
many of those present gave indications of 
their feellng by such remarks as: 

**That ain’t so.”’ 

‘*‘T know better than that.”’ 

It was quite apparent that she did not have 
many friendsin the congregation, but with a 
coolness rarely seen she stood the ordeal. 

Fannie Barron, when placed upon the stand, 
said that she left Hvac that night and went 
home and to bed. She was aroused from her 
sleep by 

THREE RAPS ON THE DOOR, 
and at the same time heard some one say: 

“Sister Barron, let me in or I will be 
killed.”’ 

As soon as she recognized the voice she 
7, tee, out of bed and opened the door. 

lemmons marched in, saying: 

“Put out the light. I have been chased by 
three men. They want to kill me.’’ 

The woman blew out the light and just 
as she did so some one poked a pistol 
through the open window and fired. Clem- 
mons fell forward, exclaiming: 

“‘T have been shot, and for nothing, too!” 

The report of the pistol awoke péople in 
the neighborhood, and many turned out to 
ascertain the cause, but no one could be found. 
This was about between two and three o'clock 
in the morning, and Clemmons was at once 
taken to his home. Just before he died he

WITH NO ONE PRESENT TO HEAR IT. 
The woman’s story was told ina straightfor- 
ward manner, and created a good impression 
on the members of the jurv. The audience 
present, however, was not gerry because the 
woman could not tell who did the shooting, 
and her testimony was received with the 
same exclamations as interrupted Della Hurst. 

‘But Fannie, don’t you know who shot 
him?” 

‘‘No, sir, before God I don’t.”’ 

“Did he tell you who he thought shot him ?”’ 

“No, sir, he didn’t. He said he didn’t 
know.’’ 

“Well, tell the jury what he said to you 


when you were alone with him before he 


died.”’ 

“He asked me something about Dorsey 
Harper threatening him.”’ 

‘“Who is y Harper?’’ 

‘He is a colored man who has been engaged 
to be married to me.”’

‘Where is Dorsey now ?”’

A TERRIBLE CRIME COMMITTED. 


Redan Station the Scene of the Assault—A 
Determined Band Looking for the 
Rapist—He Will be Lynched, 


A white woman named Mrs. James Bush, 
who lives about a half a mile from Redan, a 
small water station on the Georgia road, was 
the victim of a terrible assault yesterday 
morning. 

Her assailant was ar unknown negro. 

The facts, as gathered from railroad em- 
ployes who were on the scene about noon, yes- 
terday, indicate a crime of the most revolting 


character. Mrs. Bush is a prepossessing young 
married woman, the mother of several young 
children. Her husband is a farmer, and the 
family residence is about half a mile from 
Redan station, near the line of the railroad. 

Shortly before noon yesterday a short, thick- 
set negro, very black, went to the Bush resi- 
dence. The husband was away at the time, 
nobody but the wife and her three little chil- 
dren being in the house. The negro asked for 
something to eat, and while that was being 
prepared he 

DREW A REVOLVER 
and, threatening Mrs. Bush with death if she 
screamed, succeeded in accomplishing his 
hellish a 

Leaving the poor woman more dead than 
alive, he hurried away, but not before he had 
told her thatif she ever betrayed him, he 
would come back and kill her. ' 

As soon as Mrs. Bush was able, she hurried 
over to the railroad where a number of men, 
white and colored, were at work. To them 
she told her story. With one accord they 
quit work, and began asearch for the negro 
rapist. . 

THREATS OF LYNCHING 
were frequent. The men told the story on all 
sides and in a short time their band included 
between seventy-five and a hundred deter- 
mined men. They continued their search dur- 
ing the afternoon, and upto 10 o’clock had 
foundjno trace of their man.{The whole country 
will be thoroughly scoured, and should the 
miscreant be found a lynching bee will be the 
certain result. 
WHO HE Is. 

It is not definitely known who Mrs. Bush’s 
assailant is, but from her description, he is 
supposed to be a negro who was put off a train 
near Redan, on Tuesday. He is described as 
short and heayy set, and very black. He was 
rather poorly dressed and carried a pair of 
shoes hanging over his shoulders. 

On Tuesday evening an attempt was made 
to burglarize the house of a widow living in 
the same neighborhood. The lady and her 
childreh' were awakened by the breaking of 
window panes in their room, and their cries of 
alarm drove off the would-be burglar. As soon 
as the man was gone, the inmates of the house 
hurried to a neighbor’s house to give the 
alarm. When they returned, accompanied by 
some of their neighbors, they found that some- 
body had entered the house during their 
absence, and had_ stolerizsome clothing and 
other article of value. 

It is supposed that the would-be burglar is 
the same man who assaulted Mrs. Bush.

Judge W. B. Thomas, of Athens, secured 
yesterday a charter to the Tennessee, Carolina 
and Georga road under the general railroad 
law of the state. The bill before the legislature 
for the same purpose will not be withdrawn, 
but on the contrary, will be pressed. If the 
road secures a charter from the general assem- 
bly it will then have two charters, and can 
select either one to act under. 

There is a disposition among prudent and 
careful men to avoid, if possible, the necessity 
of obtaining a charter under the general law, 
as it is the opinion of some of the best lawyers 
in the state that the law is unconstitutional. 
It is said that Judge Thomas prefers a charter 
direct from the legislature, and hopes yet to 
obtain the same; but in the event that he fails 
or get sone so hampered by amendments that 
he cannot carry out his plans, he will have his 
present charter to fall back upon. The judge 
intends to build the Tennessee, Carolina and 
Georgia road, and if it cannot be constructed 
under one charter he intends to put it through 
to successful completion under another.
